the  part  of  the  members.     When  each  member  awakes  to  the-necessity  of  individual  effort  upon  his  oWn- 
:)art,  we  will  have  a  perfect  road  book,  and  not  until  then. 

We  have  been  as  careful  as  it  has  been  possible  to  be,  that  no  errors  should  creep  into  this  work  ;  r.ui  m' 
pite  of  our  care  we  have  no  doubt  there  are  still  many.  Wherever  possible  we  have  verified  the  reports  by  othc-J-^, 
)ut'  this  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  in  all  cases.  We  had  intended  to  give  credit  to  the  one  reporting  each  tonr, 
ind  then  it  could  be  seen  just  who  was  responsible  for  it ;  but  this  has  been  impossible,  owing  to  the  fragrt'e'^t-^ry 
nanner  in  which  many  of  the  reports  have  been  made. 

In  conclusion,  then,  it  may  be  broadly  stated  in  regard  to  the  correctness  of  this  work  that  the  Lertgne 
nemli)er  who  finds  errors  is  confronted  with  his  o:v;i  fault,  which  he  should  try  his  best  to  rectify.

Follow  this  straight  into  Shore  Road  at  Bath  ;  T.  R.  in  Bath  for 
Fort  Hamilton  and  Bay  Ridge,  or  to  left,  p^ss  the  hotels  and  residences  of  this  thriving  all-year  round  resort,  for 
Bensonhurst — Ulmer  Park  with  its  variety  of  amusements.  You  here  take  boat  which  will  land  3'ou  in  New  York 
at  several  points.  By  continuing  on  through  Unionville,  crossing  meadow,  you  land  directly  in  rear  of  the  Big 
Elephant  on  old  Coney  Island,  quite  near  to  the  Bowery  and  Surf  Ave.;  the  latter  street  is  good  granite  block 
paved,  running  west  to  Sea  Gate.  Returning,  one  can  reach  home  by  way  of  the  Ocean  Parkway,  which  stops  at 
the  Concourse,  about  three-fourths  mile  from  the  Big  Elephant,  through  Prospect  Park  and  Eastern  Parkway 
home.  The  distance  covered  on  this  trip  will  be  about  80  miles,  the  roads  fair  to  fine.  The  side  path  is  an  excel- 
lent surface.  Avoid  liding  on  sidewalks  in  Bath  and  Bensonhurst,  as  the  law  is  enforced.  Wheelmen  are  wel- 
comed and  well  treated  now  at  most  any  roadhouse  or  hotel,  but  particularly  so  at  "Joppert's,"  1>^  miles  from 
Park  on  Ocean  Parkway,  and  at  "  Howe's  "  at  the  2}4  mile  stone.
